any person producing the skin or scalp of a ‘Fox, atter it has been prov- 
en to the satisfaction of the szid Treasurer, that ‘the Fox has been killed 
within the limits or boundaries of this County, and it shall be the 
duty of the said Treasurer to punch a hole in each ear of the said skin or 
scalp, in order that the same may be identified as. having drawn the 
bounty, and the’ money so paid by such Treasurer shall be ‘char geable to 
the County.

The Report of the Inspector of Poor House and Indus- 
trial Farm, Respectfully Sheweth: 


That for the year ending the first day of December, 1876, there 
has been in the House for a longer or shorter time seventy (70) inmates, 
and the average for the year forty (40), with the Master and Matron 
and assistant, making in the whole forty-three (43) to provide fer. 


There is now in the House fortyeone (41) twenty-nine (29) males, 
and twelve (12) females and two (2) infants.

The institution is satisfactory and every pains is taken to render 
the inmates comfortable and content as their cireumstance will allow, 
having always due regard to strict econemy in every departinent. 


You will perceive by Mr. Ford’s accouat that our expenses for 
flour this vear is less than usual, having had 116 bushels of our old 
wheat made inte fleur.

trees and brush, and worked the former into firewood, fence stakes, d&c., 
for which they deserve credit for their industry.
